Learning the Ballet. 


To learn how to dance on the stage 


equires considerable time. A girl is 
first taught to turn her feet out by 
standing with the toe of each foot to 
the heel of the other. The next thing 
s to give her "a point." This is done 
jy seating her on a form with one leg 
strapped to it at the knee joitt, while a 
person presses the toes down so as to 
arch the instep. Then she is told to 
hold on to a bar and to throw each leg 
successively 
as 
high a? 
possible 


without bending the knee. This exer- 
cise loosens the loin'saml renders them 
supple. 
After daily work of this kind 


during some month?, and sometime? 
years, the girl is taught stops and learns 
to walk upon her toes. This, which, 
when well done always elicits applause, 
is by no means so difficult as it appears. 
In reality, the dancer walks on her big 
toes, and the others do not touch the 
ground. The big toe is bent slightly 
towards the others, so that the pressure 
is as much on the side as on the end. 


But it is far more difficult to use the 


arms gracefully than the legs on the 
stage. In order to find this out a per- 
son has only to take a stiekand endeav- 
or to wave it after the manner of the 
stage fairy. There must be no angles, 
and the curves and movements must be 
made very slowly in order to be effect- 
ive. Mis, Kate Vaughan is the most 
graceful dancer on the English stage. 
This is because she knows how to hind- 
er hc/r body Irom following the move- 
ments of her arms and legs. Whatever 
steps she may be taking will' her foot, 
or whatever curves she may make with 
her arms, her body is in repose as 
though her limbs wete unconnected 
withlt. 
To realize- the effect of grace- 


ful movement, let any one observe the 
movements of a bad dancer on the 
stage. Instead of only dancing from 
her waist, her body is twisted this way 
and that with every step she takes, and 
thus she produces the impression <>f a 
yonng heifer indulging in gambols.
